Re: Freedom of Information Act Request 
Dear Mr. Gilmore: 

Campaign for Accountability (“CfA”) makes this request for records pursuant to the Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA), 5 U.S.C. §§ 552, et seq., and Department of Health and Human 
Services (“HHS”) implementing regulations, 45 C.F.R. Part 5. 

Specifically, CfA requests that the Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services (“CMS”) 
produce the following within 20 business days: 

1. Copies of all communications, electronic or otherwise, to, from, or between any 
employee of CMS and any employee of the following offices within the Government of 
Texas: the Office of the Governor, the Office of the Attorney General, and/or the Office 
of the Lieutenant Governor, regarding the State of Texas’s application for a new waiver 
for the Healthy Texas Women Section 1115 Demonstration Waiver.^ 

2. Copies of all communications, electronic or otherwise, to, from, or between any 
employee of CMS and any member of the Texas State Legislature, or any member of 
their staffs, regarding the State of Texas’s application for a new waiver for the Healthy 
Texas Women Section 1115 Demonstration Waiver. 

3. Copies of all communications, electronic or otherwise, to, from, or between any 
employee of CMS and any Member of Congress, or any member of their staffs, regarding 
the State of Texas’s application for a new waiver for the Healthy Texas Women Section 
1115 Demonstration Waiver. 

4. Copies of all communications, electronic or otherwise, to, from, or between any 
employee of CMS regarding The Heidi Group, a Texas-based nonprofit, its executive 
director, Carol Everett, and/or the name under which it sometimes operates, the Women’s 
Wellness Coalition.^

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Please provide all responsive reeords from January 20, 2017, to the date the seareh is eondueted. 

By way of baekground, on May 12, 2017, Texas Health and Human Serviees announeed its 
intention to request federal funding for a state program that provides family planning serviees for 
low-ineome women but exeludes Planned Parenthood.^ On June 30, 2017, Texas submitted its 
formal waiver applieation to CMS."^ 

Previously, HHS offieials upheld a federal law requiring states to allow Medieaid benefieiaries to 
ehoose “any willing provider” and denied Texas’s earlier request.^ The requested reeords will 
allow the publie to determine whether state offieials have attempted to influenee HHS’s 
eonsideration of Texas’s applieation. 

The Heidi Group is a nonprofit in Texas that reeeived a $1.6 million eontraet through the state 
program set up to replaee the federal Medieaid funding.^ An Associated Press investigation 
found the Heidi Group had largely failed to deliver any of the outeomes it promised in its 
eontraet.^ The requested doeuments will allow the publie to understand whether HHS is 
eonsidering an applieation for a program that has awarded funding to a nonprofit that appears to 
have failed to abide by its eontraet. 

In addition to the reeords requested above, please provide reeords refieeting the proeessing of 
this request, ineluding any traeking sheets; reeords suffieient to identify seareh terms used, and 
loeations and eustodians searehed. If your ageney uses FOIA questionnaires or eertifieations 
eompleted by individual eustodians or eomponents to determine whether they possess responsive 
materials or to deseribe how they eondueted searehes, we also request any sueh reeords prepared 
in eonneetion with the proeessing of this request. 

CfA seeks all responsive reeords regardless of format, medium, or physieal eharaeteristies. In 
eondueting your seareh, please understand the terms “reeord,” “doeument,” and “information” in 
their broadest sense, to inelude any written, typed, reeorded, graphie, printed, or audio material 
of any kind. We seek reeords of any kind, ineluding eleetronie reeords, audiotapes, videotapes, 
and photographs, as well as letters, emails, faesimiles, telephone messages, voiee mail messages 
and transeripts, notes, or minutes of any meetings, telephone eonversations or diseussions. Our 
request ineludes any attaehments to these reeords. No category of material should be omitted 
from search, collection, and production. 

Please search all records regarding agency business. Please do not exclude searches of files or 
emails in the personal custody of agency officials, such as personal email accounts. Records of 
official business conducted using unofficial systems or stored outside of official files is subject to

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the Federal Reeords Aet and FOIA.^ It is not adequate to rely on polieies and proeedures that 
require offieials to move sueh information to offieial systems within a eertain period of time; 
CfA has a right to aeeess those files even if they have not yet been moved to offieial systems or 
if offieials have, through negligenee or willfulness, failed to meet their obligations.^ 

In addition, please note that in eondueting a “reasonable seareh” as required by law, CMS must 
employ the most up-to-date teehnologies and tools available, in addition to searehes by 
individual eustodians likely to have responsive information. Reeent teehnology may have 
rendered CMS’s prior FOIA praetiees unreasonable. In light of the government-wide 
requirements to manage information eleotronieally by the end of 2016, it is no longer reasonable 
to rely exelusively on eustodian-driven searehes. Furthermore, agencies that have adopted the 
National Archives and Records Agency (NARA) Capstone program, or similar policies, now 
maintain emails in a form that is reasonably likely to be more complete than individual 
custodians’ files. For example, a custodian may have deleted a responsive email from his or her 
email program, but CMS’s archiving tools would capture that email under Capstone. 
Accordingly, CfA insists that CMS use the most up-to-date technologies to search for responsive 
information and take steps to ensure that the most complete repositories of information are 
searched. CfA is available to work with CMS to craft appropriate search terms. However, 
custodian searches are still required; agencies may not have direct access to files stored in .PST 
files, outside of network drives, in paper format, or in personal email accounts. 

Under the FOIA Improvement Act of 2016, agencies must adopt a presumption of disclosure, 
withholding information “only if. . . disclosure would harm an interest protected by an 
exemption” or “disclosure is prohibited by law.”^^ If it is your position that any portion of the 
requested records is exempt from disclosure, CfA requests that you provide an index of those 
documents as required under Vaughn v. Rosen, 484 F.2d 820 (D.C. Cir. 1973), cert, denied, 415 
U.S. 977 (1974). As you are aware, a Vaughn index must describe each document claimed as 
exempt with sufficient specificity “to permit a reasoned judgment as to whether the material is 
actually exempt under FOIA.”'^ Moreover, the Vaughn index “must describe each document or 
portion thereof withheld, and for each withholding it must discuss the consequences of

diselosing the sought-after information.”^^ Further, “the withholding ageney must supply ‘a 
relatively detailed justifieation, speeifieally identifying the reasons why a partieular exemption is 
relevant and eorrelating those elaims with the partieular part of a withheld doeument to whieh 
they apply. 

In the event some portions of the requested reeords are properly exempt from disclosure, please 
disclose any reasonably segregable non-exempt portions of the requested records. If it is your 
position that a document contains non-exempt segments, but that those non-exempt segments are 
so dispersed throughout the document as to make segregation impossible, please state what 
portion of the document is non-exempt, and how the material is dispersed throughout the 
document. Claims of nonsegregability must be made with the same degree of detail as required 
for claims of exemptions in a Vaughn index. If a request is denied in whole, please state 
specifically that it is not reasonable to segregate portions of the record for release. 

To ensure that this request is properly construed, that searches are conducted in an adequate but 
efficient manner, and that extraneous costs are not incurred, CfA welcomes an opportunity to 
discuss its request with CMS before you undertake your search or incur search or duplication 
costs. By working together at the outset, CfA and CMS can decrease the likelihood of costly and 
time-consuming litigation in the future.

Fee Waiver Request 

In accordance with 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(A)(iii) and 45 C.F.R. § 5.54, CfA requests a waiver of 
fees associated with processing this request for records. The subject of this request concerns the 
operations of the federal government, and the disclosures will likely contribute to a better 
understanding of relevant government procedures by the general public in a significant way. 
Moreover, the request is primarily and fundamentally for non-commercial purposes. 5 U.S.C. § 
552(a)(4)(A)(iii) ■» 

CfA requests a waiver of fees because disclosure of the requested information is in the public 
interest because it is “likely to contribute significantly to public understanding of the operations 
or activities of the government.”^^ The disclosure of the information sought under this request 
will document and reveal the operations of the federal government, including how officials 
conduct the public’s business.

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Beginning in 2013, the State of Texas prohibited Planned Parenthood from reeeiving Medieaid 
funding.'* To replaee the federal program, the State Legislature ereated a state-funded 
alternative.'^ The plan failed to eompletely off-set Medieaid, though, and 82 elinics closed or 
eliminated family planning services.^" Subsequently, Texas’s maternal mortality rate doubled, 
and teen abortions and teen pregnancies increased.^' Additionally, tens of thousands of women 
appear to have lost access to health care services. 

Additionally, the Medicaid replacement program allowed the state to award a $1.6 million 
contract to the Heidi Group to help small and rural clinics serve additional patients. Eight 
months after the group received the contract, however, almost none of the services it promised 
had been provided.^^ The requested documents will help the public determine whether and to 
what extent outside interests are pressuring HHS to advance a policy that appears to waste 
money and hurt low-income women. 

This request is primarily and fundamentally for non-commercial purposes. As a 501(c)(3) 
organization, CfA does not have a commercial purpose and the release of the information 
requested is not in CfA’s financial interest. CfA is committed to protecting the public’s right to 
be aware of the activities of government officials and to ensuring the integrity of those officials. 
CfA uses a combination of research, litigation, and advocacy to advance its mission. CfA will 
analyze the information responsive to this request, and will share its analysis with the public, 
either through memoranda, reports, or press releases. In addition, CfA will disseminate any 
documents it acquires from this request to the public through its website, 
www.campaignforaccountabilitv.org . 

Accordingly, CfA qualifies for a fee waiver.
